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STERLING AREA IMPORTS INCREASE 


CCORDING to the “ Sterling Area Statistical Summary,” 
included as a supplement in the centre of this issue of the 
Board of Trade Fournal, there was little change between the 
first and second quarters of the year in the aggregate value of 
sterling countries’ exports. The total of £1,513 million in the 
second quarter compares with £1,535 million in the first quarter 
and £1,573 million in the fourth quarter last year. If seasonal 
factors are taken into account it seems clear that the partial re- 
covery in sterling area exports in the fourth quarter last year, 
which followed a big contraction during the spring and summer 
when most commodity prices were still falling and trade was being 
restricted by a number of countries in balance of payments diffi- 
culties, has been broadly maintained. World exports increased 
by 3 per cent. in the second quarter of 1953 but this followed a 
larger decline in the first quarter than occurred in sterling area 
trade. For the first half of this year the value of sterling area 
exports was 3 per cent. less than the average for 1952, whereas 
the level of world exports was 5 per cent. lower than last year. 
The aggregate value of sterling countries’ imports increased by 
3 per cent., £68 million, between the first and second quarters. 
This increase shows the first effects of some relaxation in the 
restrictions which were largely responsible for reducing sterling 
area imports from {£4,212 million in the first half of 1952 to 
£3,360 million in the second half of the year. With the rise in 
United Kingdom imports in the first half of 1953 sterling countries’ 
imports totalled £3,430 million, and the excess of imports (mainly 
c.i.f.) over exports and re-exports (mainly f.o.b.) was £382 million 
against £960 million in the first half of last year. 


Trade with Non-Sterling Countries 


The gap between imports and exports in sterling area trade 
with non-sterling countries widened again in the second quarter, 


with an increase of 5 per cent. in the value of imports and a decrease 
of 3 per cent. in exports. Even so, the excess of imports over 
exports (on a trade basis) was only £185 million in the first six 
months this year and £187 million in the second half of last year 
compared with £737 million in the first half of 1952. Average 
prices of both imports and exports were falling throughout last 
year. In the case of imports this was accompanied by a sub- 
stantial decrease in the volume of goods obtained from non-sterling 
sources, but the volume of sterling area exports to the non-sterling 
world in the second half of last year was almost equal to that in 
the first half of the year. In the first half of this year the value 
of both imports and exports was much the same as in the second 
half of last year, although there has been some increase in United 
Kingdom purchases from non-sterling sources. 

Most of the £38 million increase in sterling area imports from 
non-sterling countries between the first two quarters of 1953 is 
accounted for by an increase of £26 million or 11 per cent. in 
purchases from the dollar area although for the first half of 1953 
these were still only 60 per cent. of the value of purchases in the 
first half of 1952. Imports from O.E.E.C. countries were greater 
by £5 million in the second quarter, an increase of 2 per cent., and 
from the rest of the non-sterling world by £6 million or 3 per cent. 
The £15 million fall in exports was the result of a 7 per cent. decline 
in exports to O.E.E.C. countries, offset by smaller increases to other 
areas. Comparing the first half of 1953 with the corresponding 
period of 1952, the value of sterling area exports to O.E.E.C. 
countries increased slightly, but exports to the dollar area fell by 
5 per cent. and to “ other non-sterling ” countries by 20 per cent. 

United Kingdom imports from the dollar area in the second 
quarter of 1953 were £32 million or 24 per cent. greater than in the 
first quarter, mainly due to seasonal increases, imports in the first 
half-year being slightly less than in the second half of last year 
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Clause 4 of the Atlantic Charter—" They will endeavour . . . to further enjoy- 
ment of all States, great or small, victor or vanquished, of access on equal 
terms to the trade and to the raw materials of the Worlds.” 
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and 30 per cent. less than in the first half of 1952. The main change 
in dollar imports into the rest of the sterling area in the second 
quarter was a decrease in Australia’s imports of £8 million or one- 
third. There was little change in the total value of exports to the 
dollar area between the first two quarters of the year. An increase 
of £15 million in United Kingdom exports being offset by a decline, 
largely seasonal, in the dollar exports of the overseas sterling area. 

Most sterling countries participated in the small rise in imports 
from O.E.E.C. countries in the second quarter of 1953, exceptions 
being Pakistan, whose imports declined, and the United Kingdom 
whose imports remained almost stable. More significant is the 
reduction in Australian and New Zealand imports from O.E.E.C. 
countries; in the first six months of 1953 these were roughly a third 
of their value in the corresponding period of 1952; the major part 
of this change had taken place during the second half of last year. 
United Kingdom exports to O.E.E.C. countries declined between the 
first and second quarters by £6 million to £183 million and there 
were substantial reductions in exports from Pakistan, India, South 
Africa and Malaya; by contrast New Zealand’s exports were greater 
by £3 million (25 per cent.), but some of these changes were due to 
seasonal factors. In general exports from the sterling area to 
O.E.E.C. countries during the first half of this year did not differ 
widely from those in the same months of last year. 

The increase of 3 per cent. this quarter in sterling area imports 
from “ other non-sterling’’ countries was widely distributed. 
Although United Kingdom imports from this group of countries were 
higher in the first half of the year than in the previous six months, 
those of most sterling area countries remained low, in many cases 
at only half the level during the first half of 1952. Decreases in 
exports to this area since the early part of 1952 have been less marked, 
Australia, Ceylon and Hong Kong showing appreciable increases. 


Commodity Pattern of Sterling Area Exports 


The decline of £205 million (6 per cent.) in the aggregate value 
of sterling countries’ total exports, including trade with other sterling 
countries, in the first half of 1953 compared with the first half of 
1952 was accounted for by the fall in the value of exports from the 
United Kingdom (£137 million or 10 per cent.) and from the Colonies 
(£68 million or 10 per cent.). The level of trade for the independent 
members as a group was about the same in these two periods. The 
main factor in the lower level of exports from the Colonies was the 
much lower price of rubber. While exports of raw rubber in January 
to June this year were 10 per cent. lower by weight than in the same 
period of last year their total value was reduced by 62 per cent. from 
£148 million to £92 million. Prices of cotton and jute have also 
been much lower this year than last. A 25 per cent. increase in the 
quantity of raw cotton exported by all sterling countries was coupled 
with a similar percentage decrease in value (£85 million to £64 
million). The fall in jute prices was even more pronounced, a third 
more by weight being sold for two-thirds of the previous value, a fall 
from £46 million to £32 million. ‘Tin prices declined rather less; a 
slight increase in the total quantity exported accompanied a slight 
decrease in value. -The only major raw material exported by the 
sterling area to show a price increase between these two periods was 
wool. Both merino and crossbred market prices were higher than 
in the first half of 1952 when the price of crossbred wool was still 
falling. Comparing the nine months ended June this year with the 
corresponding part of the previous wool season, 6 per cent. more 
wool was exported from the overseas sterling area at a value of 16 per 
cent. or £56 million more. 

For food exports from the overseas sterling area changes in prices 
and total values were on the whole smaller than those for raw mat- 
erials. Wheat was the only important exception; the quantity 
shipped was 60 per cent. larger in 1953 than in the first six months 
of 1952, the value increase being 53 per cent. (£17 million to £27 
million). Cocoa exports at £60 million were almost the same as in 
the corresponding period of last year, but prices were lower and the 
quantity sold was 11 per cent. more. Prices of tea and coffee were 
higher this year than last. The value of tea exports was 6 per cent. 
greater (£3 million) than last year with a quantity increase of 2 per 
cent. The amount of coffee exported was 16 per cent. less than in 
the first half of 1952, but owing to a comparatively small rise in 
price its total value was only £2 million (£18 million to £16 million) 
less than the year before. 


The value of United Kingdom exports and re-exports in the first

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F.B.I. Export Sales Conference Points the Way 
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Meet 


to 


Growing Competition in World Markets 


HE Federation of British Industries Export Sales Conference 

held during the week-end at Buxton and attended by 150 British 

exporters concluded its discussions on Sunday night. Those 
attending included representatives of firms of all sizes, in almost every 
branch of manufacturing industry and drawn from all parts of the 
United Kingdom. Guests included leading merchants and bankers. 
The chairman of the conference was Sir Harry Pilkington, President 
of the F.B.I., who was supported by the chairman of the Dollar 
Exports Council, Sir William Rootes. 

The following points were made in a survey of the discussions 
issued after the conference by the Federation :— 

The position to-day, when British manufacturers have more to 
sell than the markets immediately available can absorb, raises questions 
wholly different from those of a few years ago when the seller’s market 
was the general rule. ‘To-day virtually no manufacturer is in a 
position to pick and choose his market. Every possible market open 
to him should be explored. 

A manufacturer’s long-established connections with a market must 
on no account be sacrificed ; but, subject to this, the spread of markets 
should be as wide as possible. One advantage of spreading the net 
wide is that, although markets go up and down, it is unlikely that all 
will fail at the same time. The pattern of trade has changed so greatly 
that a firm’s exports to markets which before the war were individually 
so small as to be lumped together as “‘ other markets ’? may nowadays 
account for a large proportion of its sales. 


Sterling Area Imports Increase—(Continued) 


half of 1953 was 2 per cent. (£30 million) more than in the previous 
half-year and 9 per cent. (£137 million) less than in the first half of 
1952. Average export prices declined slowly throughout this period 
and the volume of exports of United Kingdom goods in the first half 
of 1953 was about 5 per cent. above the level! of the second half of 
1952. ‘lhe higher value of exports of raw materials, particularly 
raw wool, made some contribution towards this increase but the 
main factor was the 4 per cent. ({42 million) increase in exports of 
manufactures. Passenger cars, iron and steel manufactures, textiles 
(especially wool goods) and refined petroleum were the items mainly 
responsible. Prices of both metals and engineering products and 
textiles were slightly lower. The value of food exports, on the 
other hand, declined by 9 per cent. (£7 million), and this was coupled 
with a decrease in volume of 5 per cent. Refined sugar was the item 
mainly concerned. 


Commodity Pattern of Sterling Area Imports 


Sterling area imports at £3,431 million were £71 million or 2 per 
cent. higher in the first half of 1953 than in the second half of 1952 
but 18 per cent. lower than the high value of the first of 1952. United 
Kingdom imports were £113 million or 7 percent. greater in the first 
half of 1953 than in the previous half-year. Lower import prices 
partly offset the increase of 14 per cent. in the volume of imports, 
which was largely due to seasonal increases in imports of food and 
raw materials. Arrivals of dairy produce, fresh fruit and vegetables 
were larger than in the previous half-year and there was an increase 
in the quantity and average price of wool imports. 

Imports into the rest of the sterling area were smaller than in the 
previous half-year, with a decrease of £24 million (3 per cent.) in 
imports into the independent countries. These imports declined 
throughout 1952 and in the second half were £503 million (32 per 
cent.) less than in the first half, but the trend was reversed in the first 
quarter of 1953 with an increase of £10 million compared with the 
previous quarter and there was a further increase of £13 million 
in the second quarter. The increase in the first quarter of 1953 
was mainly due to larger purchases by Australia and South Africa 
and in the second quarter to an increase in imports by India. These 
increases were partly offset by decreases in imports into Pakistan and 
New Zealand. As with imports into the independent countries, 


imports into the Colonies also decreased through 1952 and in the

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Decisions at Geneva Conference on General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade 


I ECISIONS at the Eighth Session of the Contracting Parties to 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (G.A.T.T.), held 
at Geneva from September 17 to October 24 included a number 
of particular interest to the United Kingdom. References to the 
waiver of the ‘‘ no new preference rule” and to Japan’s participation 
in G.A.T.T. appeared in last week’s Board of Trade Journal (page 874). 
The Session also adopted the text of a Declaration extending the 
assured life of the tariff schedules annexed to the G.A.T.T. until 
July 1, 1955. ‘The Declaration will remain open for signature until 
December 31, 1953. 

It was decided that arrangements should be made for a review of the 
G.A.T.T. in October 1954 (or at a later date if so recommended by 
the Ad Hoc Committee on Intersessional Business). ‘The purpose 
of this session would be to review the G.A.T.T. on the basis of 
the experience gained since it has been in operation, to examine to 
what extent it would be desirable to amend or supplement the existing 
provisions of the G.A.T.T., and what changes should be made in 
the arrangements for its administration. 

The Contracting Parties considered a report by the Working Party 
which had been making a technical study of the French Plan for the 
Reduction of Tariff Levels. They agreed that no decision on the 
report of the Working Party which drafted the plan in its present 
modified form should be taken at this time but that it should be 
referred to governments for consideration and comments. It was 
also agreed that the Intersessional Committee would, at the appro- 
priate time, consider problems of substance arising from the plan 
against the background of the adequacy of the present tariff negotiating 
procedures, as well as any technical aspects, together with the views 
of governments when they had had time to study the plan. 

The first annual report of the six member States of the European 
Coal and Steel Community was submitted to the Contracting Parties 
and was examined in a Working Party where there was a free and frank 
exchange of views between the representatives of the Community 
and the other members of the Working Party. 

In accordance with a decision taken at the Seventh Session the 
Contracting Parties received a report from the United States Govern-

In his summing-up at the conclusion of the Conference Sir Norman 
Kipping, Director-General of the F.B.I. drew attention to the fact 
that although the delegates were drawn from the most responsible 
levels in industry their average age was probably about 50— 
considerably lower than at similar F.B.I. conferences held in the past. 
This, he said, seemed to show that the gap left by World War I was 
at last being bridged. 


ment on the maintenance of restrictions on imports of certain dairy 
products. This report outlines the situation brought about by the 
repeal of Section 104 of the United States Defence Production Act, 
under which these restrictions were imposed in 1950. It also sets 
out the subsequent developments which led to the continuance of 
these restrictions, in accordance with the requirements of Section 22 
of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as amended. At this Session the 
Contracting Parties discussed the United States restrictions and 
adopted a resolution which (a) affirmed the right of the affected 
contracting parties to have recourse to Article XXIII procedures 
(relating to retaliatory action) while the restrictions remain in effect ; 
(b) authorized the Netherlands Government to continue to limit 
during 1954 their imports of wheat flour from the United States to 
a maximum of 60,000 tons ; (c) recommended the United States 
Government to have regard to the harmful effect of these restrictions 
on international trade ; and (d) requested the United States Govern- 
ment to report, before the opening of the Ninth Session, on what 
action it had taken. 

A number of other complaints about import and export regulations 
were dealt with by the Contracting Parties at this session. 

In accordance with certain specific provisions of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, the Contracting Parties held at 
their Eighth Session consultations with a number of governments 
(Australia, Ceylon, Chile, Finland, Pakistan, Sweden, Southern 
Rhodesia and the United Kingdom) on particular aspects of the import 
restrictions which they apply for the purpose of safeguarding their 
balance of payments and monetary reserves. 

At its Fifteenth Session on April 16, 1953, the United Nations 
Economic and Social Council adopted a resolution to the effect that 
certain resolutions and a study on discrimination in transport insurance 
by the Secretary-General of the United Nations be brought to the 
notice of the Contracting Parties. ‘The Contracting Parties instructed 
the Executive Secretary to prepare, in consultation with governmental 
and non-governmental organizations, a report on the issues involved, 
in order that the matter may be considered at a later session. 

Mr. L. Dana Wilgress, Canada, was elected Chairman of the Con- 
tracting Parties in place of Mr. Johan Melander, Norway, who is 
leaving the service of his Government. Mr. Fernando Garcia 
Oldini, Chile, was elected first Vice-Chairman and Mr. Gunnar 
Seidenfaden, Denmark, second Vice-Chairman. 


Answers to Questions in 
House of Commons 


OLLOWING his statement in the House of Commons on 

October 27 about the recent session of the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (see last week’s Board of Trade Journal, page 874) 
the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
answered a number of supplementary questions put by Members. 


A Member of the Opposition complimented the President on the 
policy he had followed in relation to Japan, which the Opposition 
wished to endorse. He asked the President in the first place, whether 
he would make it clear to the House that this obligation to the 
contracting parties was not in any sense designed to increase the flow 
of Commonwealth trade to this country, but only a device to enable 
him to consider applications for increased horticultural and other 
tariffs ? Secondly, would he tell the House whether during his 
negotiations in Geneva he re-affirmed the statement made by the 
Labour Party when they were the Government of the country that 
if the General Agreement was to become a permanent instead of an 
interim instrument, this country would require to see the no-new- 
preference ban removed ? 


The President replied that on the first point the waiver with which 
he had been concerned was to deal with the special difficulty in which 
this country found itself, under which, unlike any other country, it 
was effectively prevented from moving on its unbound tariff list. 
It was that difficulty and not a general extension of preferential 
margins with which the Government were concerned. 

With regard to future agreements or discussions which might take 
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place about the reform of the General Agreement, he thought that 
detailed discussion of that could wait until we were a little nearer 
to the time. The Government had already made perfectly plain their 
particular views about the no-new-preference rule, which were, 
indeed, embodied in the communique issued after the last Common- 
wealth Conference. 


Another Member asked whether the new position with regard to 
Japan altered their export programme of textiles to, say, British East 
Africa? Also was he right in assuming that under the procedure, 
if the President wished to increase the preference of a product, he 
had to give notice to those concerned and that they had 30 days in 
which they could refuse or accept his proposal after which it then 
went to arbitration? If that long procedure was correct, could 
anything be done to hasten it? Also would the President consider 
setting up a Committee in this country to consider the future trade 
policy of this country on the lines of the commission which President 
Eisenhower had set up with regard to the future policy of the United 
States ? 


The President replied that with regard to the first question, the 
position concerning Japan remained as it was to-day, namely, that we 
had not assumed the obligations of the General Agreement towards 
her. With regard to the second question, the procedures were set 
out in detail in the papers in the Vote Office, but it was correct to 
say that there was a 30-day period during which countries were 
entitled to raise the point. With regard to the commercial policy 
of the present Government, while he admired much that went on in 
the United States, he did not think that we need necessarily follow 
slavishly the examples set in other countries when framing our own 
policy. 


Another member wanted to know if the President had formed any 
estimate of what was likely to be the effect of the admission of Japan 
on Lancashire’s textile trade, and whether he had in mind any

protective device of any kind to save the Lancashire trade from too 
great an impact from the present situation ? 


The President replied that he did not think it was really possible 
to make any detailed assessments of what would be the effect upon 
Lancashire trade upon the accession of certain countries that might 
seek a protocol. So far as this country and the southern Dominions 
were concerned, they had stood out and were not under an obligation 
to extend those particular arrangements towards Japan. 


In congratulating the President as far as the horticultural industry 
was concerned, in allowing them to give such protection to it as to 
make it continually prosperous, another Member asked what steps 
the horticultural industry should now take relating to the level of 
tariffs which they required ? 


To this the President answered that he had been considering an 
application from the National Farmers’ Union for higher duties on 
horticultural products. A large part of its application dealt with 
fresh and preserved fruit and vegetables on unbound tariffs. 
This waiver should enable us, in this and any other cases where we 
decided that the duties should be increased, to move on those items, 
and they were now putting them through the procedures agreed for 
the purpose of so doing. 
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Effect of Prices on Competition in 
Export Markets 


THE importance of competitive prices and good salesmanship in the 

face of rising competition in world markets were emphasised by 
the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, when 
he spoke at a dinner of the Bankers’ Club in London on Monday. 

The President said it was clearly in the national interest to slow or 
stop the upward surge of prices. We had slowed it quite a lot. We 
had not stopped as yet. Rising prices at home could be both the 
consequence of inflationary pressure and the cause of another turn 
in the inflationary spiral. Rising prices abroad could spell the differ- 
ence between success and disaster in our export effort. In the last 
two years in many fields for the first time since the war we had faced 
the real weight of competition from Germany, from Japan and, not 
least, from the United States of America. We must compete in all 
aspects of salesmanship but if we could not compete in price we could 
not compete at all. 

It had been pointed out by thoughtful people that import prices 
had fallen while the cost of living, that was the cost of making things 
out of the materials we bought, had not declined. Many reasons 
could be advanced for this fact but it was right that he should point 
out one of them. ‘Though import prices had fallen by no less than 
17 per cent. in the last two years the whole of this potential competitive 
advantage had been more than absorbed by wage increases during the 
same period. He had caused a study to be made of this subject. 
Our imports in 1951 would have cost us £100 million less at 1952 
prices—a substantial advantage. During the same period, however, 
wages and salaries rose by between £500 and £600 million. He 
did not argue from this that no wage rate should have changed. Still 
less that earnings should not rise with productivity. We could be 
proud of the statesmanship of our Trade Union leaders through the 
post-war period. What he did appeal for was a sense of caution. 
We were at a moment of great peril in the export field. 

The relaxations which had been made in taxation, direct and in- 
direct, must be matched by savings and by restraint. Our com- 
petitive position, while it was sound was not so strong that we could 
give an inch of advantage to our competitors. 

There was one other aspect of our joint problems which he wished 
to touch on. It concerned the rate of capital accumulation. This 
country never had survived and never would survive by maintaining 
a rigid pattern in its export trade. Room had got to be found for 
new men and new ideas. In no other way could we hold old markets 
or find new ones. No-one who looked at the industrial scene to-day 
could be altogether happy that room was being found for men to take 
these opportunities. In the dry field of statistics we couid observe 
that in 1951 gross domestic investment in the United Kingdom was 
15 per cent. of national expenditure at market prices. In the United 
States it was 18 per cent ; in Japan 23 per cent. ; and in Germany 
25 per cent. These were but the statistical reflections of something 
which one saw face to face. Indeed, it was wholly apparent to any 
student of the commercial scene. Probably no country in peacetime 
had, as the Chancellor observed a few days ago, ever borne such bur- 
dens on its Budget. We must as a nation exercise a joint self-denying 
ordnance. We must refrain from pressing for new forms of expen- 
diture. We must refrain from complaining when old forms of ex- 
penditure were somewhat curtailed. It was, after all, of the essence of 
national prosperity and of the Welfare State that industry should have 
both the means to expand and the incentive to adventure.

Further United Kingdom Import 


Liberalization Measures 
HE Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. R. A. Butler, informed the 


Ministerial Council of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation on October 29, that Her Majesty’s Government in the 
United Kingdom have decided to introduce before the end of this 
year further measures of import liberalization. ‘These new measures 
will enable the United Kingdom to comply with the general obligation 
of all member countries of the O.E.E.C. to free from quantitative 
restriction 75 per cent. of their imports on private account from other 
member countries*. This step has been taken in view of the 
importance attached by H.M. Government to maintaining intra- 
European trade at the highest possible level. 


Details of the proposed new measures will be announced in the 
coming weeks, together with other particulars of the arrangements 
for imports from member countries during the first half of 1954. 


Travel Allowance Raised 


In addition, from November 1, 1953, the travel allowance will be 
raised from {£40 to £50, and, at the same time, the special travel 
arrangements for Scandinavian countries suspended in 1952 will 
be restored. 


® Article 2 of the O.E.E.C. Code of Liberalization provides that as from 
February 1, 1951 member countries shall liberalize (in terms of 1948 trade) 
75 per cent. of their total imports on private account and 60 per cent. at 
least, and if possible 75 per cent., of their imports on private account in 
each of the three categories ; food and feeding-stuffs, raw materials and 
manufactured goods, After having attained and surpassed the 75 per cent. 
goal, the United Kingdom was obliged for balance of payments reasons to 
reimpose quantitative restrictions in November 1951 and in March 1952 
The percentage of United Kingdom trade remaining liberalized was reduced 
to 44 per cent. On March 23 of this year the United Kingdom relaxed 
these restrictions, thus raising the liberalization figure to 58 per cent. 


It is announced by the Treasury that the allowance for children 
under 12 is increased from £30 to £35. The motor-car allowance is 
increased from £20 to £25; the motor-cycle allowance remains 


at £10.

British Standards Institution in their 
New Home 


OW that the British Standards Institution have been in their new 

home at 2 Park Street, London, W.1 for about two months,the advan- 
tages of a central and well-planned eight-floor building over the 
former premises in Victoria Street and Gillingham Street, West- 
minster, are becoming more apparent. 


The first and perhaps most noticeable effect is that the Institution’s 
300 staff are able to carry out their duties more efficiently. Contact 
between departments and individuals is easier, and routine operations 
have been arranged on a flow basis, with substantial gains in control 
and speed of output. Members also find the new premises more 
convenient, with easier access to B.S.I. personnel and key sections. 


Not the least interesting part of the move is the way in which a 
building designed for luxury residential purposes has been adapted 
for use as a strictly utilitarian and efficient office building. The 
largest part of B.S.I. work is conducted by the technical staff engaged 
in the industries covered by mechanical and electrical engineering. 
These are on the third floor. |The Canadian Approvals Section is 
on the seventh floor. This special facet of B.S.1. work is exclusively 
concerned with the export to Canada of British-made electrical 
equipment and electrically operated machinery. ‘The B.S.I./C.S.A. 
Approvals Agency negotiate the acceptance in Canada of such products 
before they leave this country. More than 400 British firms have 
obtained through the agency “‘ type approval ”’ for their products. 


The increasing calls on the services of B.S.I. are evidence of the 
growing awareness of industry of the value of the service provided by 
the Institution and of the importance of approved standards applied 
to production for both the home and export trade. 


Monopelies Commission and Semi-manufactures 
of Copper and Copper-based Alloys 


THE Monopolies Commission are now examining the arrangements 
in the semi-manufactures of copper and copper-based alloys industry 
to see whether they operate or may be expected to operate against 
the public interest. Their terms of reference include copper, brass, 
bronze, and nickel silver in the common forms such as sheet, strip, 
wire, tubes, rods and sections. Copies of the full terms of reference 
may be obtained on application to the Commission.

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Volume of United Kingdom Overseas Trade in Third 
Quarter of 1953 


HE index numbers of volume and average value of United 
Kingdom overseas trade in the third quarter of 1953, derived by 
revaluing current imports and exports at the prices of the base 
year 1950, are given in the accompanying tables. The volume of 
exports of United Kingdom produce in the third quarter, at 97 
(average for 1950 = 100), showed a slight rise compared with the 


as a gift from Canada in the third quarter the index for total imports 
in the quarter would have been about four points lower. Including 
these aircraft the volume of imports in the first nine months of this 
year was 7 per cent. above the volume in the same period last year, 
while excluding them the increase was 6 per cent. 


Among exports, the volume of textiles and clothing recovered to 


figure for the second quarter, and, as foreshadowed in the article in 
the Board of Trade Journal of October 24 surveying trade in the third 
quarter, brought the volume for the first nine months of this year a 
little above that in the corresponding period of 1952.

Much of the decline in the volume of imports in the third quarter, 
to 112 compared with 116 in the second quarter, was seasonal ; but 
for the inclusion of a substantial sum on account of imports of aircraft 


86, the highest figure since the end of 1951 and about a quarter above 
the mid-1952 figures. "The volume of metals and engineering products 
exported, at 92 was, however, lower than in the three previous quarters, 
largely on account of lower exports of machinery and vehicles. ‘The 
expansion in the volume of exports of other manufactures to 118 was 
attributable mainly to the rise in chemicals, drugs, dyes and colours 
to 111, a further substantial increase in exports of refined petroleum 
and the higher volume of miscellaneous manufactures.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry, answered in Parliament. 


WEDNESDAY OCTOBER 28 


Consultative Group Co-operation Committee 


The President was asked if he would make a statement on British 
Participation in the Consultative Group Co-operation Committee, 
stating in particular the number of meetings attended by British 
representatives in the last 12 months ; the subjects considered ; and 
the extent to which he was influenced by the committee in granting, 
or refusing to grant, export licences for trade with eastern countries. 

The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat-Amory, 
said that the United Kingdom played a full part in the work of the 
international Committee to which the question referred. It was 
an informal organization which met on frequent occasions to co- 
ordinate and unify such controls on exports of strategic goods as 
might be necessary to safeguard the security of the countries 
represented. Decisions on the issue of export licences in particular 
cases were taken by Her Majesty’s Government in the light of the 
policies which were discussed in the Committee. 


United Kingdom Participation in G.A.T.T. 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft» 
said that the advantages to the United Kingdom of continued participa- 
tion in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade lay in the code 
of conduct which the Agreement prescribed for the regulation of 
governmental practices in international trade, in the opportunity it 
provided for discussion of trade problems, and, in particular, in the 
concessions on the tariffs of foreign countries which were embodied 
in its Schedules. 


Film Production 


The President was asked if he had considered the resolution sent 
to him from the General Council of the Cinema Exhibitors Association 
of October 7, 1953, to the effect that, while the Cinema Exhibitors 
Association reaffirmed their view that British film production could 
only be maintained with the support of a British Film Production 
Fund levy on the exhibitors, preferably on a voluntary basis, the 
association could not, because of the deteriorating financial position 
of the exhibitors’ side of the industry, pledge themselves to further 
voluntary levies for production until a reduction in entertainments 
tax had been assured or secured ; and what answer he proposed to 
return to this resolution. 

The President replied that he had received no such resolution. 


Exports of Cotton Yarns and Manufactures 


The total value of United Kingdom exports of cotton yarns and 
manufactures in the first nine months of 1953 was 38 per cent. less 
than the corresponding figure for the first nine months of 1951, the 
President said. The quantity of cotton piece-goods exported between 
those periods, however, fell by 22 per cent. and that of yarns by over 
40 per cent. This reduction in our exports was primarily, though 
not exclusively, due to the imposition or intensification of import 
restrictions by countries who were compelled by balance of payment 
difficulties to cut down their imports. The Government would 
continue to take all effective steps towards securing greater 
opportunities of access for our goods to the particular markets abroad 
in which they were restricted. 


Trade with Hungary 


Asked whether, now that the Sanders incident had been settled 
with Hungary, he would make the necessary approach to that country 
for the resumption of trade talks which were broken off by Her 
Majesty’s Government, the President replied that the special restric- 
tions which were imposed on imports from Hungary in 1949 were 
relaxed immediately upon the release of Mr. Sanders. We did not 
wait for any approach from the Hungarian Government and there was 
no need for talks on this subject. As a result of these relaxations 
there was now an unlimited market for such exports from Hungary 
as cereals which, together with poultry, used to constitute one of 
Hungary’s major exports. Unfortunately, for animal health reasons, 
we could not at present import poultry from Hungary. 


Factories in Merseyside Development Area 


The President was asked to state the number, floor area and cost 
of factories and factory extensions built since January 1949 and under 
construction at the present time in the Merseyside development 
area, distinguishing Government-financed from privately-financed 
factories: and, if possible, giving an estimate of the numbers 
currently employed in these factories. 

The President replicd that the following table gave the latest 
information available to the Board of Trade.

High Figures in Foreign Trade Movement with Cargo 
in Third Quarter 


NTRANCES and clearances in the first two quarters of the year 

were the highest for their respective quarters since the war. ‘This 

trend was continued in the third quarter and coupled with the 
usual seasonal increase produced the highest figure for any post-war 
quarter. Entrances were 18-9 million tons net, the daily average 
being 7 per cent. higher than in the previous quarter and 10 per cent. 
higher than in the third quarter of 1952. ‘Total clearances with cargo 
(13-5 million tons net) showed an increase in the daily average rate 
of 8 per cent. over the previous quarter and of 4 per cent. compared 
with the third quarter of 1952. (Table 1.) 


Foreign tonnage accounted for 44 per cent. of the total entrances 
with cargo compared with 43 per cent. in the previous quarter and 
42 per cent. in the third quarter of 1952. For clearances, the pro- 
portions were 35 per cent., 36 per cent., and 34 per cent., respectively. 


Vessels in Ballast (Table 2) 


The daily average rate of entrances of vessels in ballast during the 
third quarter (56,000 tons net) was the highest since the first quarter 
of 1946. Of this figure, 26,000 tons represented vessels disembarking 
passengers only, an increase of 49 per cent. over the previous quarter 
and 28 per cent. compared with the third quarter of 1952. The 
figures for vessels entering for bunkers only, and other vessels entering 
im ballast, however, were less than in either of the earlier periods. 


The daily average for clearances in ballast (114,000 tons net) was 
8 and 19 per cent. higher, respectively, compared with the previous 
quarter and the corresponding period of 1952, and was the highest 
recorded since the end of the war. ‘There was a considerable increase 
compared with the earlier periods in the tonnage of vessels clearing 
with passengers only, while vessels clearing with bunkers only, and 
other vessels in ballast, although showing little change compared with

the second quarter, were 13 and 17 per cent. higher, respectively, than 
in the third quarter of 1952.

Commonwealth (a) shipping (10-6 million tons net) was 7 per cent. 
higher than in the previous quarter and 6 per cent. higher than in the 
corresponding period in 1952, while foreign shipping was 6 per cent. 
and 15 per cent. higher, respectively. 

Compared with the third quarter of 1952, entrances of most of the 
nationalities listed separately showed increases. Entrances of 
Norwegian vessels continued to be the largest and increased by 21 per 
cent., but the greatest proportionate increase was for German vessels 
(65 per cent.). The only significant decrease was in United States 
shipping (45 per cent.). 

Clearances of Commonwealth (a) shipping (8-8 million tons net) and 
foreign shipping (4:4 million tons net) were 3 and 5 per cent. higher, 
respectively, than in the third quarter of 1952. Figures for Swedish, 
Norwegian, Danish and Belgian shipping all showed significant 
increases. Clearances of Dutch vessels remained the highest of the 
nationalities shown separately, but were, however, 3 per cent. lower 
than in the third quarter of last year. Six other nationalities showed 
decreases, among them France (20 per cent.) and United States of 
America (8 per cent.). 


Trading Areas 


Entrances of shipping with cargo from Commonwealth countries 
(5-4 million tons net) were 6 per cent. higher than in the third quarter

of 1952, and those from foreign countries (13-0 million tons net) were 
12 per cent. higher. Entrances from eight of the trading areas were 
higher, the greatest proportionate increase being that of 113 per cent. 
from South America (Atlantic Coast). Entrances from this area in 
1952, however, were abnormally low and the figure for the third 
quarter of this year was only 17 per cent. higher than in the corres- 
ponding period of 1951. ‘This area and East Africa, Persian Gulf and 
India ; Northegn Europe (Foreign) and the Irish Republic recorded 
their highest post-war figures. Substantial increases were also 
recorded for West Indies and Central America (Atlantic Coast) ; 
South and Central America (Pacific Coast) ; and West and South 
Africa. Of the five areas showing decreases that for Australasia 
(11 per cent.) was the largest proportionately. 

Clearances to Commonwealth countries were 3 per cent. higher than 
in the corresponding period of last year and those to foreign countries 
were 4 per cent. higher. Ten of the thirteen trading areas showed 
increases, those to West Indies and Central America (Atlantic Coast); 
Northern Europe (Foreign) and Irish Republic, being the highest 
since the war. The two areas showing decreases were Europe 
(Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries (15 per cent. less) 
and North America (Atlantic Coast) (2 per cent. less). 


Arrivals and Departures (Tables 4 and 5) 


The total net tonnage of arrivals with cargo in the foreign trade at 
United Kingdom ports (22-3 million tons net) was 7 per cent. higher 
than in the previous quarter and 12 per cent. higher than in the third 
quarter of 1952. Nineteen of the twenty-six principal ports shown 
separately recorded increases over the third quarter of 1952. London 
and Liverpool tonnages were 27 and 20 per cent. higher, respectively. 
Considerable increases were also recorded at Bristol, Middlesbrough, 
Tyne Ports, Leith, Belfast, Greenock and Grangemouth. The main 
decreases were at Glasgow, Folkestone, Southampton and Swansea. 

Departures with cargo (15-5 million tons net) were 8 per cent. 
higher than in the previous quarter and 4 per cent. higher than in the 
third quarter of 1952, Leith, Manchester, Tyne Ports, London, 
Glasgow, Bristol and Dover all showing considerable increases over 
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a year earlier. Ports which showed the main decreases were Folke- 
stone, Greenock and Blyth. 


Coasting Trade (Tables 6 and 7) 


The net tonnage of arrivals and departures in the coasting trade 
during the third quarter was higher than in the previous quarter and 
the third quarter of 1952. ‘Ten of the principal ports recorded 
increases in arrivals compared with the third quarter of last year. 
Liverpool, Middlesbrough and Newport had the highest figures since 
the war and other principal ports showing large increases were Bristol, 
Southampton and Glasgow. 

Departures at the majority of ports were lower than a year ago, the 
main decreases being at Blyth, Cardiff, Swansea, Hartlepool, Stranraer, 
Belfast and London. ‘There were increases at Bristol and South- 
ampton, where departures were the highest since the war. Liverpool 
and Glasgow also recorded fairly large increases. 


September Statistics 


The total net tonnage of entrances with cargo in the foreign trade 
during September was 6:1 million tons net, the daily average increasing 
by 1 per cent. over August and 8 per cent. over September 1952. 
Clearances (4-4 million tons net) on the same basis were 5 per cent. 
greater than in each of the earlier periods. 

The daily averages of vessels entering and clearing in ballast during 
September were 16 and 10 per cent., respectively, lower than in 
August, but 4 and 17 per cent. higher than in September 1952. 

Arrivals and departures in the coasting trade, on a daily average 
basis, showed little change on the previous month, but were about 
4 per cent. less than a year ago. 


Bunkers 


The table on page 942 shows the quantities of coal and oil fuel 
shipped for the use of vessels engaged in the foreign trade (including 
fishing vessels) during the periods specified.

Definitions 

(1) The figures for calendar months in tables 1, 2 and 7 are subject to 
amendment, and such amendments relating to earlier months are carried 
to the aggregated totals and averages for the quarter. It follows that 
quarterly figures will not always be equal to the sum or the average of past 
monthly figures as published. 

Annual and quarterly figures are both provisional for the first 3 months 
after publication. 

(2) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any port 
abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from one port 
to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has on board cargo 
shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom for discharge abroad, 
or passengers from or for a port outside the United Kingdom. 

The coasting trade statistics include vessels, carrying only coastwise 
cargo or passengers from port to port in the United Kingdom, and vessels 
moving between these ports without at the time having on board cargo or 
passengers from or for a port abroad. For example, the coastwise move- 
ment in ballast includes foreign trade vessels which, having completed the 
discharge of cargo or passengers from abroad at one United Kingdom port, 
proceed coastwise to another port to load for the return voyage. 

(3) Cargo figures relate to vessels which load or unload merchandise,

Meeting of International Rubber Study Group 


THE Special Meeting of the Management Committee of the Inter- 
national Rubber Study Group, which began on Monday, 
October 12, ended on Friday, October 30. 

The findings of the meeting are being forwarded to member 
Governments for early comment and expression of their views to the 
Management Committee. 

The meeting re-examined the draft buffer stock agreement prepared 
by the Working Party in January 1953, but did not find any substantial 
change, since the meeting of the Group last May, in the viewpoints 
of the delegations at the special meeting as to the necessity for a 
buffer stock agreement. 

After reviewing the facts of the rubber situation the meeting foresaw 
a statistical surplus of natural rubber of 169,000 long tons by the end 
of 1953, contrasted with the surplus of 193,000 long tons foreseen 
after the May meeting of the full Study Group. The meeting noted 
that the actual surplus will be considerably less than the revised 
estimate because of additions during 1953 to governmental and 
consumers’ stocks.

facturers Association Inc. reaffirmed that the [United States 
manufacturing industry representatives believed that the position 
set out in their communique issued at Copenhagen on May 15, 1953, 
would in fact be realized. 

The meeting agreed that recent price developments were placing 
the natural rubber industry in a serious position at the present time 
Accordingly it set out for the information of, and possible action by, 
member Governments and private commercial interests some remedies 
which a number of delegations suggested might help to alleviate the 
current position. Briefly these suggestions were :— 


Acceleration of replanting programmes. 
Creation of new natural rubber stocks or additions to existing 
stocks, whether governmental or commercial. 


Action by the Government of the United States to increase the 
price of GR-S; to re-examine its practices in stockpile rotation; 
and to revoke a directive issued in 1952 regarding the level at 
which mandatory consumption requirements for synthetic 
rubber might be reimposed.

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OVERSEAS TRADE SECTION 
Greek Market Now Open to United Kingdom Exporters 


The article below has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the Commercial Department of the British Embassy 
in Athens. The Commercial Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade will be glad to answer any questions 
arising out of the article. 


N RECENT years trade with Greece has been severely restricted 

because of Greece’s chronic shortage of foreign exchange. Until 

the spring of this year there was a rigid import licensing system 
based on the six-monthly programme drawn up by the Foreign Trade 
Administration of the Greek Ministry of Commerce, and this pro- 
gramme, in the main, provided only for the importation of raw 
materials for Greek industry and for such essential items of consumer 
goods as were not produced locally. 


On April 9, 1953, however, the Government of Field-Marshal 
Papagos, simultaneously with its decision to devalue the drachma 
from 42,000 to 84,000 to the pound sterling, announced its decision 
to free imports from restrictions. ‘Thus all goods (with the exception 
of eleven clearly luxury items) may now be imported freely from 
countries who are members of the European Payments Union and 
countries having bilateral trade agreements with Greece, including 
those in the Sterling Area. The continued restriction on internal 
credit and the increased cost of imports resulting from devaluation 
should, however, act as a brake on imports to some extent, and limit 
the import of articles of a less essential character. 


Demand for Small Cars 


Subject to these limitations, an opportunity is now afforded to 
United Kingdom exporters who may, in the past, have been unable 
to sell their merchandise in the Greek market. One class of imports 
for which there has been a lively demand is small motor cars, and this 
seems likely to continue for some time. Subsequently, of course, 
there will be a continuing demand for spare parts and accessories. 


Other items for which demand is likely to be steady as long as it 
proves possible for Greece to maintain her present liberal regime, 
include woollen and worsted piece-goods, cotton piece-goods and 
textile manufactures in general. The high quality and durability 
of United Kingdom textile manufactures and piece-goods is particu- 
larly appreciated in Greece. 


Whether the new liberal regime can be continued must, of course, 
depend largely on the ability of Greece to increase her export trade, 
and so her earnings of foreign exchange. The effect of devaluation 
should assist materially in this respect. It is still too early to assess 
precisely the effect of devaluation on export prices, but in general 
Greek prices for such items as tobacco, fresh and dried fruit, mineral 
ores, and colophony, are expected to be fully competitive with those 
of other producer countries. 


The formalities connected with imports from the United Kingdom 
into Greece have in most cases been reduced to obtaining price 
approval by one of a series of Price Control Committees which are now 
centralized in various Chambers of Commerce and Industry through- 
out the country. An importer has merely to obtain from his supplier 
a pro forma invoice which he submits to the Price Control Committee, 
and provided the prices quoted are within five per cent. of the 
generally accepted international price level for the commodity in 
question, the approval of the Price Control Committee is given. 
With the approved pro forma invoice the importer can apply to his 
own commercial bank or to the Bank of Greece for the necessary 
exchange to be allocated. The commercial banks have to notify 
the Bank of Greece within 24 hours of the submission of the pro forma 
invoice of the quantity and value of the goods to be imported ; the 
Bank of Greece then earmarks the necessary exchange, which is held 
available until payment is finally made. In the case of machinery, 
permission must be obtained from the Greek Ministry of Industry 
before the application to the Price Control Committee is made. There 
are limitations on types of machinery which may be admitted, owing 
to the fact that a certain range of such items as small diesel and 
electric motors is manufactured in Greece ; and, in order to protect 
this young and growing industry, the Ministry of Industry does not 
for the time being give its approval for the importation of these 


engines when they fall within the range of the goods which the Greek 
industry can produce. 


Payments Arrangements Less Restrictive 

Payments arrangements are also now less restrictive. In the past 
it was possible to import only 59 items on cash against documents, 
Greek port, and all other imports had to be covered by letter of credit. 
It has now been decreed that any item may be imported for payment 
either by letter of credit or cash against documents, Greek port, and 
61 items of industrial raw materials and other basic products such as 
pharmaceuticals may be imported on terms of payment up to 90 days 
after clearance from Customs. ‘The most important items in this 
category, so far as the United Kingdom is concerned are chemicals, 
pharmaceuticals and raw and scoured wool tops, noils ete. As far 
as machinery is concerned, subject to the supplier’s willingness, 
payments may be spread over a period from the time of placing the 
original order to 15 months after clearance of the machinery through 
the Greek Customs. 

It will be appreciated, therefore, that trade with Greece has been 
simplified considerably, and United Kingdom manufacturers should 
be able to obtain a much larger share of the Greek market than 
hitherto, provided price, quality and delivery dates are competitive. 
The present system affords an excellent opportunity for United 
Kingdom exporters to introduce their goods into Greece, and in 
order to take full advantage of the situation they would be well advised 
to bring their goods to the attention of the Greek consumer through 
able representation and publicity, and to make suitable agency 
arrangements in Greece if they have not already done so. 


Opportunities in the Dodecanese Islands 
and Crete 


Some particulars of the opportunities which exist for supplying 
consumer goods to the Dodecanese Islands and to Crete are given in 
the following paragraphs. 


The Dodecanese 


The policy of freeing :mport trade recently introduced by the Greek 
authorities embraces the Dodecanese and affords an opportunity for 
United Kingdom manufacturers and exporters to enter the Dodecanese 
market. It should be realized, however, that the increased cost of 
imported goods following devaluation is bound to have a restricting 
influence and that the market is in any case limited by the fact that 
most of the 115,000 inhabitants are poor. 

United Kingdom exporters would be well advised to find a local 
representative, rather than to attempt to work the territory from 
Athens or for an Athens agent to appoint a local sub-agent, as the 
division of commission between sub-agent and the Athens representa- 
tive of the United Kingdom firm would not only restrict the firm’s 
ability to compete in the market, but would make the agent’s income 
from any transaction so low as to damp his enthusiasm. Hitherto the 
common practice has been to work this territory from the mainland, 
but the reasons are considered sufficiently strong to warrant the 
appointment of a direct local agent. 

The following categories of goods should be able to find a market 
in the Dodecanese, subject to price and quality being competitive : 
Small motor cars. Cotton and woollen textiles and 
Tyres and tubes. piece-goods. 

Motor oils. Smoked herrings and 

Chemicals. fish. 

Drugs and pharmaceutical goods. Leather goods. 

Paints, dyes and varnishes. Ropes, twines and yarns. 
Tractors, bicycles and hardware.

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U.K. Exporters Willing to Meet Market Requirements 
Can Sell in Honduras Republic 


The following article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the Second Secretary and Vice-Consul at 


the British Legation at Tegucigalpa, Honduras.

OR THE United Kingdom exporter who is willing to take some 

trouble to meet the market’s special requirements, there are many 

opportunities to sell to Honduras. ‘The financial position of the 
country continues to be sound ; import permits are not required and 
foreign exchange may be freely bought for the import of all kinds of 
merchandise. 


The economy is almost exclusively agricultural, and what few 
manufacturing industries do exist are small, cater for the cheaper 
market and, generally speaking, do not preclude the import of similar 
merchandise of better quality. ‘There is a demand, therefore, for a 
wide variety of consumer goods and for agricultural equipment, but 
hardly any for manufacturing and industrial equipment. 


The chief imports at present taken from the United Kingdom are : 
woollens and worsteds, whisky, motor-cars, motor tyres, sewing 
thread, cotton and artificial silk laces, cotton linings, bicycles, diesel 
engines, rayon dress materials, radios and radio gramophones, cotton 
handkerchiefs, motor-cycles, agricultural machinery and equipment, 
caustic soda, sewing machines, dynamos and motors, but in many 
cases, e.g., whisky, bicycies, woollens and worsteds, the market is 
already saturated with representations. 

In other instances, such as motor vehicles, diesel engines, agri- 
cultural machinery, the difficulties of securing a larger share of sales 
arise from other reasons—the difficulty of securing suitable repre- 
sentatives with technical knowledge and the lack of servicing facilities 
being the most important. 

Textiles head the list of Honduranean imports, and the United 
Kingdom has by far the largest share of the woollens and worsted 
sales, but except for certain items like curtain materials, linings, drills 
and handkerchiefs, the bulk of the cottons are supplied by the United 
States. While most rayons also come from there, some are also 
supplied from the United Kingdom and there should be a possibility 
of increasing sales, particularly of dress rayons, providing prices are 
very competitive. 

There is also a demand for clothing, such as rayon and cotton socks 
and stockings, underwear, etc., if cheap enough. 

The following list is intended to serve as a guide to other kinds of 
goods which might find a place on the market ; it is by no means 
exhaustive, but is selected from those imports reaching a substantial 
volume, and of which, in most cases, the United Kingdom is already 
supplying a small part of the total, so that there should be some 
possibility for expansion :— 


Domestic hardware of all descriptions, domestic earthenware, 
sanitary iron and earthenware, metal furniture, builders’ hardware 
and ironmongery of all kinds, constructional steel, insulated copper 
wire, barbed wire, plain wire and wire netting, hand tools, including 
agricultural implements, confectionery, preserved foodstuffs, tea

such as water pumps, tractors, low horse-power engines, machinery, 
fertilizers, etc., and to a lesser extent pharmaceuticals. In addition, 
the extension and improvement of roads is likely to create an increased 
demand for motor vehicles and fuel. 

Opportunities for trade are likely to occur in connection with the 
gradual electrification of the island and the harnessing of water power. 
It is believed that Crete’s resources im water power are such as to 
enable the full electrification of the island if hydro-electric works on a 
sufficient scale could be put in hand. Ia fact, those communities 
that can raise the funds have already initiated the construction of 
small hydro-electric plants to serve their needs. Where this has not 
been practicable, diesel or other generators have in some cases been 
installed. United Kingdom firms interested in these lines may, 
therefore, like to consider the appointment of local agents in Crete. 


(packaged), pharmaceuticals, cosmetic and toilet preparations. 


Prices and Quotations 


Honduras, with an area of approximately 44,500 square miles, is 
thus in size about midway between Scotland, and England and Wales, 
and has a population of roughly 14 million. In spite of the con- 
siderable economic progress made by the country in recent years, the 
large majority of its inhabitants still have a low standard of living and 
the market for imported goods is correspondingly limited. 

In goods having a wider market, e.g., textiles, price is all-important, 
and quality is only a secondary consideration. Even in the case of 
articles falling into the semi-luxury or luxury class, although quality 
naturally comes more into consideration, price is still extremely 
important. 

‘The Honduranean importer receives offers of merchandise from 
all over the world, and may freely pick and choose without restriction 
as to source of supply. Quotations from United Kingdom exporters 
must be highly competitive, therefore ; all the necessary information 
must be given in the initial approach ; prices must be quoted in 
United States dollars or Sterling with dollar equivalents, and where 
at all practicable, on a basis c.i.f. Honduranean port ; types of packing 
and weights should be given (as most duties are calculated on gross 
weights, the weight factor is most important) ; and although the 
knowledge and use of English is growing it still gives a great advantage 
if Spanish can be used. 

Vaguely worded offers and inquiries will rarely receive more than 
a casual glance. 


Distribution and Representation 


The functions of importer, wholesaler, and often also retailer, are 
not at all distinct, and there is little specialization in the type of goods 
dealt in. Besides commission agents, of whom there are a fair 
number but rather few to be recommended, there are a number of 
large import houses, many of them also retailing and wholesaling, 
which have their own exclusive representations. Some of these are 
prepared to place additional orders through a commission agent, but 
others prefer to deal exclusively with the supplier. The scope for a 
commission agent is limited, therefore ; he finds his best customers 
among the bazaar-type stores, which, although they may also import 
direct, do not go in for exclusive representations. 

Profit margins are high and it is usual for suppliers to allow the 
importer to charge whatever prices he thinks appropriate. ‘The usual 
payment terms are cash against documents at Honduranean port. 


Description of the Market 


The population of Honduras is mainly rural, and the chief urban 
centres are the capital, Tegucigalpa (some 90,000), San Pedro Sula 
(42,000), and the ports on the Atlantic coast, of La Ceiba (20,000), 
Tela (16,000), and Puerto Cortes (12,500). 

Surface communications between ‘Tegucigalpa and the Atlantic 
coast are part rail and part road ; there is road communication with 
the Pacific port of Amapala. 

San Pedro Sula is growing rapidly both in size and commercial 
importance—it is certainly more conveniently placed than Tegu- 
cigalpa for trade, and as communications with the rest of the country 
improve, San Pedro Sula should begin to rival Tegucigalpa in import- 
ance as a commercial centre, especially as the latter city is tending to 
become over-crowded with representations. 

While great progress has been made in stabilizing the Honduranean 
economy, the rise in the cost of living has tended to maintain the low 
living standards of the larger part of the population. The key to the 
physical development of the country, which has considerable potential, 
especially for agriculture, and can support a much higher general 
standard of living than it does at present, is in the development of 
communications to permit the opening up of large areas of the country 
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of which at present no use is being made. Steady progress is in 
fact being made with the extension of roads, and what is just as 
important, the maintenence of existing ones. Hand in hand with the 
Government’s road-building programme go the forestry, agriculture 
and health improvement schemes that are being undertaken with the 
assistance of United Nations and Inter-American organizations. 

For some considerable time to come, the economy will remain 
predominantly agricultural, and there is unlikely to be any significant 
growth of industry. 


Volume of Imports 

According to Honduranean official statistics for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1952, the value of imports in that year was approxi- 
mately 54-59 million United States dollars. The United States of 
America supplied 75-97 per cent. by value of the total, and the United 
Kingdom 2-69 per cent. Germany’s percentage was 2°82. 


Commercial Inquiries to H.M. 


Consular Officers in French Morocco 
(CASABLANCA is the commercial centre and chief port of French 


Morocco and action arising from business inquiries from United 
Kingdom firms has, almost invariably, to be taken by H.M. Consul 
at that town. 

It is suggested, therefore, that to avoid delay United Kingdom 
firms should address their inquiries on business matters to H.M. 
Consul at Casablanca rather than to H.M. Consul-general at Rabat. 

The very few inquiries which need action in Rabat would, of 
course, be referred to that post by H.M. Consul at Casablanca. 


Trade and Financial Arrangements 





Western Germany and Turkey 


tt Board of Trade have been informed that, as a result of a 

German-Turkish Mixed Commission, a Trade Agreement was 
signed in Bonn on August 6, 1953, relating to trade between the two 
countries for the year ending June 30, 1954. 

Exchange of goods to the value of United States $140 million in 
both directions is provided for and lists of these goods have been 
issued which replace those annexed to the West German/Turkish 
Trade Agreement of February 16, 1952. 

Turkish deliveries (List A) include wine ($150,000), bran ($250,000) 
and rice ($1,000,000). In addition, West Germany undertakes to 
make import facilities available for 'Turkish deliveries of 300,000 tons 
of wheat, 210,000 tons of barley, and 50,000 tons of rye for con- 
sumption within the Federal Republic, and for at least 150,000 tons 
of wheat for re-export to Non-O.E.E.C. countries. 

German deliveries (List B) include breeding cattle ($250,000), 
woollen fabrics ($250,000), felt products ($300,000), plastic products 
($300,000), cotton yarns and thread ($420,000), cotton fabrics 
($9,075,000), cement ($1,500,000), refractory goods ($420,000), cast 
pipes ($1,500,000), iron and cast-iron products ($3,000,000), ovens 
and stoves ($400,000), hand tools ($500,000), locksmiths’ goods 
($350,000), agricultural machinery ($1,000,000) and passenger wagons 
and trolleys ($3,500,000). 

Additional quotas for use at Trade Fairs during 1953-1954 are 
provided for as follows: ‘Turkish deliveries, $500,000. German 
deliveries, $500,000 and a further $1,000,000 for non-quota goods.

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HE OBJECT of this quarterly supplement to the Board of Trade 
Journal is to present the broad pattern and to indicate current 
trends in the trade of the sterling area as a whole, and to provide 

certain other economic information which may help in the inter- 

pretation of changes in the pattern of trade. For more detailed 
figures reference should be made to the “ Statistical Abstract for the 

Commonwealth ” and the ‘* Digest of Colonial Statistics.’” The form 

of the supplement will change from time to time as other information 

becomes available or as the economic problems of the area change. 

Most of the tables have been compiled by the Statistics Division 
of the Board of Trade from the publications of the United Kingdom 
and other sterling and Commonwealth countries or from material 
made available specially through the co-operation of those countries. 
Tables showing the exports from North America and from non- 
sterling member countries of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation countries to the sterling area are based on the summaries 
of this trade prepared by the O.E.E.C. Secretariat and the Statistical 
Office of the United Nations. The data on commodity prices has 
been compiled by the Central Statistical Office in collaboration with 
other Government departments. 

The term “ imports (or exports) of the sterling area”’ in table 1 
means the sum total of the imports (or exports) recorded by each 
of the sterling countries. It therefore includes the trads of sterling 
countries with other sterling countries—the ‘‘ inter-sterling area 
trade.” The distribution of this total to show how much of the 
sterling area’s import and export trade is with countries outside the 
area, for example with the dollar area and with O.E.E.C. countries, 
is given in tables of the ‘‘ direction of trade.”” The trade tables are 
designed to show (1) the total trade of the sterling area and Common- 
wealth and the contribution to this total of the constituent parts of 
the area (tables 1 and 10), (2) the direction of imports and exports of 
the area as a whole, and of the United Kingdom and the “ R.S.A.” 
countries (Tables 2, 3 and 4) and (3) the broad commodity pattern of 
sterling countries exports and imports. In the absence of complete 
data on the new “ Standard International Trade Classification ”’ the 
commodity pattern is drawn by giving the exports of the United King- 
dom by commodity groups (table 5), a summary of the exports of 
selected primary commoditics by the other countries of the area 
(table 6) and, on the import side, the exports from North America 
and frem O.E.E.C. countries by commodity groups to the sterling 
area (tables 7 and 8). 

Since the tables of trade are based on the statistics compiled by the 
individual countries of the area, the methods and definitions differ in 
detail from country to country. The notes which follow indicate the 
main differences. Further information on the trade definitions used 
by Commonwealth countries is given in the “‘ Statistical Abstract for 
the Commonwealth.” 

System of Trade. In the main the statistics relate to total imports 
and exports, including re-exports ; the principal exceptions are 
United Kingdom exports by commodity groups (produce and manu- 
factures of the United Kingdom), Jordan and Gambia (imports for 
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consumption), Trinidad and Tobago, Iraq and Iceland (imports for 
consumption and exports of home produced goods). 

Valuation. Exports are generally f.0.b. Imports of most countries 
are valued c.i.f., the principal exceptions being imports into Australia, 
Union of South Africa, Southern and Northern Rhodesia, which are 
valued f.o.b. 


Coverage. As the trade tables have been compiled mainly from 
the official returns of the individual sterling countries the definitions 
used are in general those adopted by the countries concerned ; certain 
adjustments have been made to secure greater uniformity of treat- 
ment in the summary tables where figures relate to merchandise trade 
only. Silver bullion has been included in merchandise, but silver 
coin, gold coin and bullion, gold ores, unworked and partly worked 
gold are excluded. Wherever practicable transit and transhipment 
trade and ship’s stores (including coal and other fuel) whether for 
foreign or national vessels, have been excluded. Where tables have 
been compiled from publications of the O.E.E.C. the definitions used 
in those publications apply.

Restrictions 


HER MAJESTY’S Embassy at Athens have forwarded the text of 

the Greek Foreign Trade Administration Decision No. 387A, of 
October 20, relating to imports of luxury commodities excluded from 
the original liberalization measures (see the Board of Trade Journal 
of May 2, page 910, and August 1, page 243). 

This Decision provides for the importation of limited quantities of 
items, given below, but the amount of foreign exchange allocated for 
this purpose is not known. Areas eligible to effect imports under 
the new regulations are European Payments Union countries, the 
United States and Canada, and countries with which Greece has a 
clearing agreement.

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Italian Customs Duties 


HE Italian Informazioni per il Commercio Estero of October 15, 

published the text of Presidential Decree No. 731 of October 9, 
modifying the customs duties on horses imported for slaughter, live- 
stock, meat and edible offals. A translation of the Decree is given 
below :— 


Decree 

Art. 1. For the period starting from the date of entry into force of the 
present Decree and not extending beyond July 31, 1954, the duty laid down 
under the temporary regulations for the first application of the new customs 
tariff for horses for slaughter (‘Tariff No. 1b) and for cattle, sheep, goats and 
pigs (Tariff Nos. 3, 4, 5 and 6) is established at 16 per cent. ad valorem, and 
the duty laid down for fresh killed meat, even chilled or frozen and for 
fresh edible offal, even chilled (Tariff Nos. 13 and Ex 14) is established at 
18 per cent. ad valorem. 

Art. 2. With the entry into force of the present Decree, and for the 
period mentioned in Art. 1, the duty established under the temporary 
regulations for the first application of the new customs tariff for frozen 
edible offal (Tariff No. Ex 14) is suspended ; the duty conventionalized 
under the Torquay Protocol remains applicable. 

Art. 3. The present Decree enters into force on the day after its publica- 
tion in the Italian Gazzetta Ufficiale. 

N.B.—The above-mentioned Decree was published in the Italian Gazzetta 
Ufficiale on October 10, 1953 


“¢ Made in Canada ” Rulings 


EMORANDUM Series D, No. 51, M.C.R. 158, dated October 23, 
1953, issued by the Canadian Department of National Revenue, 
states that :- 

Pipe lines of tubing, rigid, covered or not, with or without 
fittings, and parts thereof (not to include tubing therefor), for 
use in the manufacture of automotive vehicles, have been 
transferred from the category of “ a class or kind not made in 
Canada ”’ to that of “‘ a class or kind made in Canada.”

These additional fees are imposed under the provisions of Section 22 
of the Agricultural Adjustments Act, which authorize the President 
of the United States, on the recommendation of the Tariff Com- 
mission, to impose fees or quantitative restrictions on imports of any 
commodity if it is found that such imports materially interfere with 
any programme undertaken by the United States Department of

The Presidential Proclamation states further that present conditions

Indian Type Closets (Serial No. 241 (b) of Part IV of the I.T.C. Schedule) 

It has been represented that the restriction on the import of Indian type 
closets is being circumvented by arranging the import of the two integral 
parts (closets and foot rests) separately. Import licences for Serial No. 
241 (b)/IV are valid only for the import of closets of the western type and 
import of Indian type closets in any shape or form will not be permitted by 
the Customs authorities. (Public Notice No. 142-L.T.C. (P.N.)/53 of 
October 10, 1953.) 


Ink Blue 

It has been represented that ink blue is being classified differently by some 
authorities under Serial No. 1—B of Part III and by others under Serial No. 
34 of Part V of the I.T.C. Schedule. 

The question of the correct classification has now been examined. Ink 
blue is a coal tar dye and should consequently be classified as Dyestuffs 
(falling under Serial No. 1—B/III). Consignments of ink blue will hence- 
forward be cleared by the Customs authorities against licences issued for 
Serial No. 1—B/III and its import against licences issued for Serial No. 34/V 
will not be allowed. (Public Notice No. 144-I.T.C. (P.N.)/53 of October 24, 
1953.) 


Hydrazide of Isonicotinic Acid 

Established Importers of drugs and medicines and manufacturers who 
want to import Hydrazide of Isonicotinic Acid should send in their applica- 
tions for General and Soft Currency licences in the prescribed form and 
manner before November 15, 1953. ‘The following information along 
with relevant documents should be furnished : 

(a) Whether the applicant is a sole agent of the manufacturers of this 
drug. If so, original sole agency agreement with an additional copy 
should be sent. Sole agency agreements of suppliers who are not 
manufacturers themselves are not required. 

(b) C.LF. Price per ton of Hydrazide of Isonicotinic Acid in powder 
form in bulk received from suppliers from abroad should be enclosed 
in original with an additional copy

(c) Quantity in Kilogrammes which the applicant wants to irmport and 
which he can obtain from the suppliers within six months. 

(d) Names of manufacturers, country of origin of the goods. 

(e) Established importers of drugs and medicines should indicate the value 
of quota licence for each area which they have already taken or for 
which they are eligible for July-December 1953 period. 

(f) Established importers should also indicate whether they will tablet 
the goods themselves or would get the drug tabletted from some other 
firm in which case the name of the tabletting firm should also be given. 

It should be understood that not more than 10 per cent. of the licence 
when issued will be allowed to be utilized for the import of the drug in 
tablet or other than Powder form. Ninety per cent. must be utilized for the 
import of the drug in powder form in bulk for tabletting. 

One of the important considerations in dealing with the applications will 
be the price quotation at which the goods will be imported. Special considera- 
tion will be given to those importers who are able to get the goods at the 
lowest price which will be specified in the licence and no increase in that 
price will be allowed under any circumstances. 

Manufacturers who want to import raw materials for the manufacture of 
Hydrazide of Isonicotinic Acid can also apply for import of raw materials 
needed for this purpose. Other things being equal, preference will be given 
to those who wish to import basic raw materials instead of intermediates.

WO trade fairs in Gothenburg will next year be combined as a 

single event. They are the ‘“‘ Svenska Massan,” a national fair 
which has been held in Gothenburg every spring since 1918, and 
the international fair which was held for the first time in the autumn 
of this year. The success of the international venture has en- 
couraged the organizers to make it an annual show and, to avoid 
clashing with the St. Erik’s Fair, Stockholm, which is held in the 
autumn, they have decided to hold it in the spring in conjunction with 
the ‘‘ Svenska Massan.””
